They  are  the  ones  that  buy  the  cheap 
seed.  Talk  quality  first  and  then  price.  I 

On  the  next  two  pages  are  descriptions 
of  some  of  our  leading  varieties. 
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WEST  BRANCH 

This  variety  is  a fine  corn  for  ensilage. 
It  is  sold  under  various  names  by  seeds- 
men and  dealers.  It  has  yielded  as  high 
as  20  tons  of  ensilage  to  the  acre.  The 
ears  are  large,  10  to  12  inches  long,  about 
8 inches  in  circumference,  containing  12 
to  20  rows  of  deep  golden  grain,  some- 
times white-capped,  and  sometimes  hav- 
ing a decided  reddish  cast.  Last  season 
this  corn  was  ready  for  the  silo  in  August, 
and  was  ripe  before  the  first  hint  of  frost. 

LUCE’S  FAVORITE— NORTHERN  GROWN 

In  response  to  repeated  requests  for  a 
grade  of  Genuine  Luce’s  Favorite  corn 
that  would  mature  earlier  and  not  cost  as 
much  as  the  Long  Island  grown  type,  we 
have  contracted  and  grown  from  seed 
stock  from  Long  Island,  our  type  of 
Northern  Grown  Luce’s  Favorite.  It  is 
just  the  same  as  the  Long  Island  stock, 
except  that  it  matures  earlier  and  is  bet- 
ter adapted  for  Northern  points.  It  is 
one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  for  ensil- 
age purposes. 

EARLY  EUREKA 

In  some  sections  Virginia  Grown  Eu- 
reka seems  to  be  too  late,  so  that  there  has 
been  a demand  for  a large  growing  corn 
a little  earlier.  For  a few  years  past 
there  has  been  a good  demand  for  this 
variety,  which  is  at  least  2 or  3 weeks 
earlier  than  Eureka.  It  does  not  grow  as 
large,  or  produce  as  many  large  ears,  yet 
it  will  produce  a large  tonnage.  The  grain 
is  in  the  pulpy  stage  early  in  September. 
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SMOKY  DENT 

This  is  one  of  the  newest  corns  on  the 
market.  It  is  called  the  earliest  dent  corn 
in  cultivation.  We  agree  with  our  grower 
that  this  variety  is  noted  for  its  beautiful 
color.  It  is  a good  yielder,  grows  strong 
and  quickly.  The  stalks  are  often  8 feet 
high.  It  will  mature  in  New  York,  Ver- 
mont, Maine  and  Canada  in  about  80 
days. 

90  DAY  GOLDEN  DENT 

This  is  one  of  the  oldest  varieties  that 
we  handle.  It  has  been  a general  favorite 
with  our  trade  for  the  past  twenty-odd 
years.  The  stalks  grow  to  a fair  size,  pro- 
ducing a good  number  of  large  handsome 
ears,  well  filled  with  kernels  of  a peculiar 
bronze  color.  This  is  the  genuine  90  Day 
Golden  Dent.  Be  sure  that  you  buy  your 
seed  from  us. 

THEPAQE  EARLY  DENT 

(A  wonderful  corn  for  Ensilage)  the 
best  of  our  recent  introductions.  A dis- 
tinct cross  between  a yellow  and  a white 
dent.  The  grain  is  light  yellow  usually 
showing  a white  cap,  produced  both  on 
red  and  white  cobs.  The  grains  are  med- 
ium length  indicating  earliness,  are  rich 
in  protein,  and  produced  on  ears  8 to  10 
inches  long.  Stalks  grow  larger,  more 
leafy,  and  will  produce  more  tons  to  the 
acre  than  any  other  early  variety  of  which 
we  know.  This  variety  from  experiments 
made,  is  well  adapted  to  sections  in  high 
altitudes  and  short  growing  seasons. 

NEW  YORK  STATE  FLINT 

A variety  much  used  in  the  Empire 
State.

Gives  excellent 
results.
